WHEREAS,  The  aforementioned  lease  terminated  on  September  30,  2009,  and 
Federal  Express  currently  occupies  the  premises  on  a  hold  over  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federal  Express  wishes  to  enter  into  a  nev\/  lease  for  approximately  one 
hundred  nine  thousand  eight  hundred  twenty  three  (109,823)  square  feet  of  cargo  warehouse 
space  and  twenty  four  thousand  twenty  three  (24,023)  square  feet  of  support  office  space  to 
accommodate  its  integrated  cargo  operation  at  Building  900;  and 

WHEREAS,  Airport  staff  has  negotiated  a  renewal  lease  with  Federal  Express  with  a 
Term  of  three  (3)  years  and  one  (1)  three-year  option  for  cargo  warehouse  and  support  office 
space  in  Building  900  to  accommodate  Federal  Express'  cargo  operation  (the  "Lease");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  15,  2009,  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  09-0280,  the  Airport 
Commission  approved  the  Lease  with  Federal  Express.  A  copy  of  the  form  of  the  Lease  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100176,  which  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Potential  Health  Impacts  of  Wireless  Facilities] 

Resolution  urging  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  study  the  health 
impacts  of  wireless  facilities  and,  if  appropriate,  to  establish  a  safe  level  of  exposure  to 
radiofrequency  radiation  emissions;  urging  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
to  update  its  existing  standards;  and  urging  the  California  Congressional  Delegation  to 
introduce  federal  legislation  to  repeal  limitations  on  state  and  local  authority  imposed 
by  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996. 

WHEREAS,  The  health  and  safety  of  our  residents  are  fundamental  concerns  of  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  continues  to  be  considerable  debate  and  uncertainty  within  the 
scientific  community  as  to  the  potential  health  effects  to  individuals,  especially  children,  from 
exposure  to  extremely  low  frequency  electromagnetic  and  radio-frequency  radiation,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  desire  of  the  wireless  companies  to  market  new  wireless  services  has 
since  led  to  a  proliferation  of  cellular  facilities  targeting  residential  areas  and  areas  near 
schools,  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  704  of  the  Federal  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996  preempts 
local  communities  from  regulating  the  placement,  construction,  and  modification  of  personal 
wireless  service  facilities  on  the  basis  of  the  environmental  effects  of  radio-frequency 
emissions  to  the  extent  that  the  proposed  facilities  comply  with  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  regulations  concerning  such  emissions,  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  upon  new  and  emerging  scientific  evidence  there  continues  to  be 
considerable  debate  as  to  the  adequacy  of  existing  public  exposure  standards  including  those 
promulgated  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  scientific  community  and  most  health  officials  agree  that  more 
research  is  needed  to  provide  a  definitive  answer  as  to  the  effects  of  extremely  \o\n  frequency 
electromagnetic  and  radio-frequency  radiation  on  our  health  and  recommend  the  prudent 
avoidance  of  equipment  which  generates  non-ionizing  radiation,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  full  Parliament  of  the  European  Union  has  raised  concerns  about  the 
exposure  of  children  and  young  people  to  electromagnetic  fields  and  continuing  uncertainties 
about  possible  health  risks;  and  therefore,  adopted  on  April  2,  2009  a  resolution  encouraging 
1)  the  establishment  of  setback  criteria  for  wireless  antennas,  mobile  phone  masts  and  other 
electromagnetic  emitting  devices  to  be  set  within  a  specific  distance  from  schools  and  health 
institutions,  2)  stricter  regulations  and  protections  for  residents  and  consumers  and  3)  more 
reliable  information  be  made  available  about  the  effects  of  exposure  to  electromagnetic  fields 
to  citizens  in  an  effort  to  prevent  a  "proliferation  of  poorly  positioned  masts  and  transmitters," 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Communications  Commission  is  obliged  to  conduct  periodic 
reviews  of  current  research  and  analysis  of  the  health  implications  associated  with  radio- 
frequency  exposures  in  cooperation  with  industry,  agency,  and  organizations  responsible  for 
community  health  and  safety  to  ensure  exposure  guidelines  are  appropriate  and  scientifically 
valid,  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  U.S. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  perform  the  appropriate  research  and  experimentation  to 
determine  the  effects  of  non-ionizing  radiation  on  the  health  of  adults  and  children  and,  if 
appropriate,  establish  a  safe  level  of  exposure,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  to  pursue  a  comprehensive  global  analysis  of  best 
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practices  and  scientific  evidence  in  order  to  update  its  existing  standards  and  to  adequately 
measure  the  health  impacts  of  wireless  facilities,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  encourages  the 
California  Congressional  delegation  to  introduce  federal  legislation  to  repeal  limitations  on 
state  and  local  authority  imposed  by  the  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996  that  infringe  upon 
the  authority  of  local  governments  to  regulate  the  placement,  construction  and  modification  of 
telecommunications  towers  and  other  personal  wireless  services  facilities  on  the  basis  of  the 
health  and  environmental  effects  of  these  facilities,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  directs

Resolution  recognizing  and  appreciating  tlie  cultural  contributions  of  Persian  culture  to 
modern  society  on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  Nowruz,  the  Persian  New  Year. 

WHEREAS,  Nowruz  originated  in  ancient  Persia  more  than  3,000  years  ago  and  marks 
the  traditional  Iranian  New  Year  beginning  on  the  vernal  equinox  and  celebrates  the  arrival  of 
spring;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nowruz,  meaning  a  "New  Day,"  symbolizes  a  time  of  renewal  and  a  re- 
commitment to  community,  heralds  the  arrival  a  new  year  as  it  ushers  out  the  hardships 
previous  season  and  brings  hope  for  the  future;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  539  B.C.,  Cyrus  the  Great  established  one  of  the  earliest  charters  on 
human  rights,  which  abolished  slavery  and  allowed  for  freedom  of  religion,  and  this  marker  in 
Iranian  history  has  had  significant  impact  on  the  respect  for  human  rights  that  Iranian-

WHEREAS,  Nowruz  embodies  the  tradition  that  each  individual's  thinking,  speaking, 
and  conduct  should  always  be  virtuous,  and  the  ideal  of  compassion  for  our  fellow  human 
beings  regardless  of  ethnicity  or  religion,  and  symbolizes  a  time  of  renewal  and  community 

WHEREAS,  This  past  year  the  Iranian-American  community  has  upheld  the  finest  of

Resolution  recognizing  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  for  their  support  of  San 
Francisco's  efforts  to  promote  environmentally  preferable  garment  cleaning 
technologies  among  local  dry  cleaners. 

WHEREAS,  Perchloroethylene  (Perc),  identified  by  the  California  Air  Resources  Board 
(GARB)  as  one  of  the  top  ten  toxic  air  contaminants  that  contribute  most  to  statewide  cancer 
risk,  is  the  most  commonly  used  dry  cleaning  solvent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Perc  is  being  phased  out  in  the  Bay  Area  through  an  air  quality  regulation 
adopted  by  the  BAAQMD;  and, 

WHEREAS,  54  local  dry-cleaning  facilities  currently  use  Perc  based  cleaning  systems 
and  will  need  to  switch  to  non-Perc  alternatives  starting  as  early  as  July  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment  (Department) 
completed  an  extensive  assessment  of  alternatives  to  Perc  and  determined  that,  professional 
wet  cleaning  and  CO2  cleaning  systems  are  the  least  toxic,  non-smog  forming  technologies;

WHEREAS,  Other  available  alternatives  to  Perc  cleaning  pose  variable  environmental

costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  relating  thereto,  all  as  provided  in  the 
Commission  Resolution  and  the  documents  referenced  therein  which  are  hereby  approved. 
The  forms  of  the  Wastewater  Revenue  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  as  set  forth  in  one  or  more  Exhibits  to  the  Supplemental  Indenture,  are  hereby 
approved.

Resolution  imposing  Interim  zoning  controls  to  require  Conditional  Use  authorization 
for  all  projects  that  involve  (1)  establishment  of  a  formula  retail  use,  (2)  new  retail  uses 
that  are  25,000  gross  square  feet  or  larger,  and/or  (3)  a  lot  merger  that  creates  a  new  lot 
that  is  25,000  square  feet  or  larger,  for  a  period  of  eighteen  (1 8)  months,  on  all 
properties  on  lots  fronting  Bayshore  Boulevard,  from  Jerrold  Avenue  to  the  1-280 
Freeway;  the  west  side  of  Loomis  Street,  from  Jerrold  Avenue  to  the  1-280  Freeway; 
Oakdale  Avenue  from  Loomis  Street  to  Bayshore  Boulevard;  Marengo  Street  from 
Bayshore  Boulevard  to  Waterloo  Street;  and  the  west  side  of  Boutwel!  Street  from 
Industrial  Street  to  the  1-280  Freeway;  specifying  criteria  to  be  applied  in  the  evaluation 
of  a  conditional  use  permit  application,  In  addition  to  the  criteria  listed  in  Section  303  of 
the  Planning  Code,  and  making  findings,  including  findings  of  consistency  with  the 
priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  and  environmental  findings. 


WHEREAS,  The  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area  Committee  (Bayview  PAC),  an 
elected  citizen  advisory  body  to  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  produced  a 
Community  Revitalization  Concept  Plan  ("Concept  Plan")  that  outlines  the  vision  for 
redevelopment  activities  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood.  The  Bayview  PAC  approved  the 
Executive  Summary  of  the  Concept  Plan  in  2000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  a  Redevelopment  Plan 
for  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  in  2006;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  amendments  to  the  Bayview  Hunters 
Point  Area  Plan,  which  is  part  of  the  San  Francisco's  General  Plan,  in  2006;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Concept  Plan,  Redevelopment  Plan,  and  General  Plan  all  discuss  the 
need  for  enhanced  business  and  employment  opportunities  throughout  the  Bayview 
neighborhood,  and  generally  call  for  a  mix  of  commercial  and  light  industrial  activities  along 
the  Bayshore  Boulevard  corridor,  particularly  the  area  from  Jerrold  Avenue  to  the  1-280 
freeway  and  adjacent  streets,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Bernal  Heights  district  ("the  Bayshore 
Corridor");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  adopted  new  land  use  controls  for  much  of  the 
industrial  areas  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point  in  2008.  The  Planning  Department  did  not,  at  that 
time,  propose  specific  controls  for  the  Bayshore  Corridor,  in  recognition  of  the  need  for  further 
planning  in  the  area;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2008,  Supervisors  Dufty,  Maxwell,  and  Ammiano  submitted  a  letter 
of  inquiry  to  the  Directors  of  Planning,  Redevelopment  Agency,  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development,  and  the  Small  Business  Commission  regarding  the  creation  of  a  Green  and 
Sustainable  Home  Improvement  District  along  Bayshore  Corridor,  and 

WHEREAS,  Much  of  the  Bayshore  Corridor  remains  zoned  M-1  and  M-2,  the  most 
permissive  zoning  districts  in  the  City,  leaving  the  area  vulnerable  to  inadequately  regulated 
development;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  154-09  on  April  21, 
2009,  urging  the  Planning  Department,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  Office  of  Workforce 
Development  to  work  with  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  and  Bernal  Heights  communities  to 
develop  plans  and  programs  to  establish  a  Green  and  Sustainable  Home  Improvement 
District  for  the  Bayshore  Corridor,  which  could  result,  but  need  not  be  limited  to,  one  or  more 
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of  the  following:  a  business  attraction  plan,  a  business  development  and  retention  program, 
revised  zoning,  area-specific  design  guidelines,  and  a  localized  public  improvement  plan 
including  streetscape  and  infrastructure  enhancements;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  Planning  Code  Section  306.7  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  to 
impose  interim  zoning  controls  temporarily  suspending  the  approval  of  permits  and  other  land 
use  authorizations  in  conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  Board,  the 
Planning  commission,  or  the  Department  of  Planning  are  considering  or  intend  to  study  within 
a  reasonable  period  of  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  these  interim  controls  are  necessary  in  order  to 
protect  the  Bayshore  Corridor  from  development  that  may  be  inconsistent  with  the 
community's  overall  desire  to  provide  economic  development  without  unduly  impacting 
adjacent  neighborhoods,  and,  more  specifically,  with  the  vision  set  forth  by  the  planning 
process,  until  the  joint  planning  effort  as  urged  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Resolution  No. 
154-09  is  complete;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  considered  the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace 
and  general  welfare  if  the  interim  controls  proposed  here  were  not  imposed;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  determined  that  the  public  interest  will  be  best  served  by 
imposition  of  these  interim  controls  at  this  time  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  legislative  scheme 
which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning  and  legislative 
process  for  permanent  controls;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  Resolution  are  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California 
Public  Resources  Code  Section  21000  et.  seq.).  Said  determination  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  091209  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  now,

RESOLVED,  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by

unless  the  action  would  conform  both  to  the  existing  provisions  of  the  Planning  Code  and  this 
resolution  imposing  interim  controls;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  .RESOLVED,  That  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  all  properties 
on  lots  fronting  Bayshore  Boulevard,  from  Jerrold  Avenue  to  the  1-280  Freeway;  the  west  side 
of  Loomis  Street,  from  Jerrold  Avenue  to  the  1-280  Freeway;  Oakdale  Avenue  from  Loomis 
Street  to  Bayshore  Boulevard;  Marengo  Street  from  Bayshore  Boulevard  to  Waterloo  Street; 
and  the  west  side  of  Boutwell  Street  from  Industrial  Street  to  the  1-280  Freeway,  must  obtain  a 
Conditional  Use  before  (1 )  the  establishment  of  a  new  formula  retail  use,  as  defined  by 
Planning  Code  Section  703.3(b);  (2)  the  establishment  of  a  new  retail  use  that  is  25,000  gross 
square  feet  or  larger;  or  (3)  proceeding  with  a  lot  merger  that  results  in  lot  that  is  greater  than 
25,000;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  not  apply  to  any  projects  on 
properties  that  have  obtained  a  site  permit  at  the  effective  date  of  this  resolution;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls  "Conditional  Use" 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  that  term  in  Planning  Code  Section  303;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  purposes  of  these  interim  controls,  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  its  decision  on  a  Conditional  Use  application  for  any  use  subject  to 
these  controls,  shall  consider  whether: 

(1)  Any  new,  reconfigured,  or  reconstructed  building  is  attractive,  sensitive  to 
surrounding  buildings,  and  addresses  the  Bayshore  Corridor  as  its  main  frontage; 

(2)  Ingress  and  egress  for  parking  and  loading  is  well  considered,  takes  into 
consideration  a  general  desire  to  minimize  frontage  width  dedicated  to  curb  cuts  and  does  not 
unduly  conflict  with  transit,  automobile,  and  bicycle  traffic; 

(3)  The  proposed  new  use  provides  clear  economic  benefits  to  the  City,  particularly  the 
Bernal  Heights  and  Bayshore  communities; 

(4)  The  proposed  new  development  demonstrates  leadership  in  sustainability  either  in 
terms  of  the  proposed  retail  business  itself,  and/or  the  treatment  of  the  site  and  building(s); 

(5)  The  degree  to  which  the  proposed  new  use  provides  for  job  creation  and/or 
retention  in  the  community;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
(18)  months  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  implementing  the  Green  and 
Sustainable  Home  Improvement  District  for  the  Bayshore  Corridor,  whichever  is  sooner;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent 
with  Priority  Policies  the  Planning  Code  Section  101.1 ,  because,  by  requiring  Conditional  Use 
authorization  for  certain  retail  projects,  they  will  conserve  and  protect  existing  neighborhood 
character  {Policy  1 );  assure  that  projects  do  not  negatively  impact  Muni  transit  operations 
(Policy  4);  maintain  a  diverse  economic  base  by  regulating  against  inappropriate  development 
and  other  potentially  harmful  development  patterns  (Policy  5).  With  respect  to  the  other 
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Priority  Policies,  such  as  affordable  housing  (Policy  3),  earthquake  preparedness  (Policy  6), 
landmarks  and  historic  buildings  (Policy  7)  and  open  space  (Policy  8),  the  Board  finds  that 
these  interim  zoning  controls  do  not,  at  this  time,  have  an  effect  upon  these  policies,  and  thus, 
will  not  conflict  with  said  policies.

Resolution  opposing  Proposition  16,  Initiative  Constitutional  Amendment,  the  "New 
Two-Thirds  Vote  Requirement  for  Local  Public  Electricity  Providers." 

A,      Overview  of  Proposition  16 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  is  an  initiative  constitutional  amendment  that  has  qualified 
to  appear  on  the  June  8,  201 0  statewide  ballot;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  would  require  a  local  government  to  obtain  approval  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  in  order  to  spend  public  funds  to  (i)  establish  or  expand  electric  delivery 
service  to  a  new  territory  or  new  customers,  or  (ii)  implement  a  plan  to  become  an  aggregate 
electricity  provider;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  defines  "local  government"  broadly  to  include  all  local 
public  entities  and  also  defines  "public  funds"  very  broadly  to  include  any  taxes,  funds,  cash, 
income,  equity,  assets,  proceeds  of  bonds  or  other  financing  or  borrowing,  or  rates  paid  by 
ratepayers;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  official  proponent  of  Proposition  16  is  Robert  Lee  Pence;  and 
WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  has  been  the  sole  donor  to  the 

campaign  committee  organized  to  support  the  measure;  and 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  contributed  $15.5  million  as  of  February  26,  2010  (http://cal- 

access.sos.ca.gov/Campaiqn/Committees/Detail.aspx?id-1318623&session=2009&view-late 

1)  and  has  said  it  will  spend  up  to  $35  million  to  get  Proposition  16  approved  by  voters  (SF 

Chronicle,  2/20/2010);  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  proponents  called  Proposition  16  tl^e  "Taxpayers  Right  to  Vote  Act," 
but  the  Attorney  General  renamed  it  to  the  "New  Two-Thirds  Vote  Requirement  for  Local 
Public  Electricity  Providers;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  opposed  this  measure  in  Resolution  278-09, 
dated  July  10,  2009,  before  it  qualified  for  the  ballot;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  urged  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  consider  the  impacts  on  SFPUC  operations  and  projects  and  adopt  a  City 
position  on  Proposition  16  in  Resolution  10-0021,  adopted  on  February  9,  2010,  which 
resolution  is  on  file  v/ith  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  100282,  and  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  motion  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

B.  Background 

1.       Legal  Framework 

WHEREAS,  Both  state  and  federal  laws  give  public  entities  the  right  to  provide  electric 
service.  This  initiative  would  make  those  laws  ineffective  by  creating  unnecessary  barriers  to 
stop  public  entities  from  providing  electric  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  XI,  Section  9  of  the  California  Constitution  establishes  the 
sovereign  authority  of  local  municipalities  to  provide  electric  services  to  their  inhabitants.  It 
also  allows  private  corporations  to  provide  such  services,  subject  to  requirements  established 
by  the  municipality.  Similar  provisions  have  been  part  of  the  Constitution  for  more  than  1 00 
years.  In  addition,  numerous  state  laws  already  establish  requirements  for  specific  electric 
services  or  for  particular  types  of  public  entities;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Power  Act  requires  investor-owned  utilities  to  allow  public 
entities  that  meet  certain  requirements  to  connect  to  the  electric  grid  in  order  to  provide 
electric  service  to  customers;  and 

2.       Electric  Service  by  Public  and  Private  Entities 

WHEREAS,  For  decades,  public  entities  have  provided  electric  services  to  their 
citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  Electric  service  by  public  entities  provides  substantial  benefits  to 
customers  and  taxpayers.  Providing  electric  services  can  assist  local  entities  in  achieving  a 
variety  of  policy  objectives,  including  revenue  enhancement,  economic  development,  job 
creation,  local  accountability,  lower  rates,  clean  energy,  and  conservation.  In  2007,  47  public 
entities  provided  power  to  more  than  3  million  customers  in  California  (APPA  Report  2009- 
10);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  full-service  publicly  owned  electric  utilities,  many  other  public 
entities  provide  electric  service  on  a  more  limited  scale.  In  recent  years,  many  public  entities 
have  turned  to  the  incremental,  targeted  provision  of  electric  service  as  an  attractive  and 
feasible  means  of  achieving  various  local  objectives;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  rates  charged  by  publicly  owned  electric  utilities  are  usually 
significantly  lower  than  the  rates  charged  by  private  corporations  for  the  same  service.  In 
California,  public  power  rates  are  30%  less  on  average  than  the  rates  of  investor-owned 
utilities  (http://vmw.appanet.org,/files/PDFs/utilitvratecompstate2006.pdf):  and 

WHEREAS,  The  revenues  obtained  by  public  entities  from  providing  electricity  are 
used  to  fund  local  services  and  programs  that  otherwise  would  be  funded  by  taxpayers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Public  entities  provide  electric  service  subject  to  open  meeting  and  public 
records  laws  that  provide  customers  the  opportunity  to  be  informed  and  involved  in  decision 
making;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Voters  have  broad  control  over  local  government  decisions  including 
decisions  about  providing  electric  service.  State  law  requires  voter  approval  to  issue  general 
obligation  bonds  and,  in  many  cases,  to  initiate  or  expand  electric  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Private  utilities  like  PG&E  provide  electric  service  to  most  Californians 
v\/ithout  any  vote  from  taxpayers  or  ratepayers  about  v^hether  they  want  that  company  to 
provide  their  services.  These  companies  establish  priorities,  raise  rates  and  make 
investments  that  might  be  risky  without  any  vote  of  their  ratepayers.  These  companies 
conduct  their  business  and  make  decisions  in  private,  and  are  not  subject  to  public  meeting 
and  public  records  laws;  and 

C.       Potential  Impacts  of  Proposition  16 

1.       Undermines  ability  of  local  governments  to  provide  electric  services 

WHEREAS,  While  Proposition  16  does  not  take  away  the  right  of  local  governments  to 
provide  electric  service,  it  imposes  a  barrier  that  will  unnecessarily  increase  the  cost  of  such 
sen/ice  and  create  delays  and  may  dissuade  public  entities  from  attempting  to  provide  such 
service  at  all;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Proposition  16,  a  public  entity  that  already  services  all  customers 
within  its  jurisdiction  may  be  able  to  continue  to  do  so  vyithout  complying  v/\\h  the  two-thirds 
vote  requirement,  unless  it  vyants  to  expand  its  service  to  customers  outside  its  current 
territory;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  public  entity  that  currently  serves  no  customers  or  only  some  of  the 
customers  within  its  jurisdiction  could  be  subject  to  the  two-thirds  vote  requirement  to  serve 
even  one  new  customers.  There  is  no  minimum  threshold  that  triggers  the  vote  requirement. 
In  this  way.  Proposition  16  targets  the  incremental,  limited  provision  of  electric  service  Vv/hich 
many  public  entities  have  undertaken  over  the  last  decade  as  an  attractive  and  feasibly 
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means  of  achieving  various  local  objectives,  including  revenue  enhancement,  economic 
development,  job  creation,  and  the  expansion  of  clean  sustainable  energy  resources;  and 
WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  contains  various  exemptions  and  exclusions  that  further 
complicate  any  understanding  of  the  likely  impacts  of  the  measure,  including; 

(i)  Service  to  existing  customers  or  for  the  local  government's  ov^n  end  use. 
The  practical  effect  of  these  exclusions  is  hard  to  determine  since  PG&E  already  routinely 
challenges  electric  service  by  local  entities.  In  San  Francisco,  PG&E  is  currently  challenging 
the  City's  electric  service  to  existing  customers  including  service  to  the  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency,  City-owned  buildings,  and  maritime  services  provided  by  the  Port. 
PG&E  makes  such  challenges  even  v^/here  service  has  been  provided  by  the  City  over  many 
years. 

(ii)  Funds  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  providing  renewable 
energy.  An  exemption  for  renewable  resources  alone  may  not  be  practical  since  renewable 
energy  must  be  paired  with  other  resources  in  order  to  ensure  reliable  power  supply.  Further, 
if  local  entities  are  precluded  from  service  customers,  it  may  not  be  economic  for  local 
governments  to  invest  in  these  resources.  Public  power  entities  have  been  leaders  in 
developing  renewable  energy  resources,  but  investments  by  public  entities  in  renewable 
energy  facilities  will  decline  if  public  entities  cannot  provide  the  clean  energy  they  generate  to 
their  customers. 

(iii)  "Federal  funds"  excluded  from  the  definition  of  "public  funds."  Federal 
funds,  including  stimulus  funds,  often  require  local  matching  funds.  The  federal  funds 
exemption  in  Proposition  16  may  have  no  practical  benefit  to  local  entities  if  they  are  unable  to 
comply  with  the  two-thirds  vote  requirement  in  time  to  qualify  for  federal  funds.  In  this  way, 
Proposition  16  may  limit  the  ability  of  public  entities  to  receive  stimulus  funds,  a  large  portion 
of  which  is  directed  to  energy  projects;  and

2.  Types  of  Projects  Potentially  Affected  by  Proposition  16 

WHEREAS,  It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  identify  all  of  the  potential  impacts  of 
Proposition  16  or  to  determine  in  advance  which  specific  projects  would  be  subject  to  the  new 
two-thirds  vote  requirement.  The  following  is  a  list  of  types  of  projects  that  might  be  subject  to 
the  two-thirds  vote  requirement: 

(i)  Electric  service  projects  associated  with  reuse  of  former  military  bases 
under  the  base  realignment  and  closure  process. 

(ii)  Electric  service  to  new  developments,  including  retail  and  commercial 
centers,  industrial  facilities,  and  residential  developments. 

(iii)  Electric  service  associated  with  redevelopment  projects,  including  low 
income  and  affordable  housing  projects. 

(iv)  Routine  extensions  of  existing  service  to  a  new  customers  or  a  new 
facility  for  an  existing  customer. 

(v)  Community  Choice  Aggregation  programs;  and 

3.  Impacts  on  San  Francisco  Projects 

WHEREAS,  The  broad  language  in  Proposition  16  could  inhibit  the  SFPUC's  ability  to 
conduct  routine  business,  such  as  building  enhancements  and  upgrades  to  existing  service 
and  service  to  new  City  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  could  affect  the  City's  plans  to  initiate  or  expand  energy 
services  to  redevelopment  projects  and  other  City  developments.  The  City  currently  provides 
electric  service  to  City  facilities,  Treasure  Island  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard.  It  intends  to 
continue  service  in  those  areas  as  well  as  initiate  sen/ice  to  customers  in  other  City 
developments  and  through  the  CCA  program,  CleanPowerSF.  It  could  also  affect  the 
developers  building  the  projects;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  could  increase  project  costs  and  delay  project  development 
due  to  the  cost  of  elections  and  the  time  required  to  seek  voter  approval.  Additional  costs 
may  be  incurred  by  the  City  and  developers  if  the  construction  schedule  for  projects  is 
delayed  due  to  election  schedules;  and 

Lost  Revenues 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  could  cost  the  City  revenue  opportunities  if  voters  do  not 
approve  new  energy  service  projects  that  are  subject  to  a  two-thirds  vote  requirement.  The 
City  currently  generates  revenues  from  the  sale  of  energy  services  to  its  customers  and 
anticipates  expanding  that  revenue  by  adding  new  customers  and  service  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  currently  serves  or  has  agreements  in  place  to  service  nearly  6 
megawatts  (MW)  of  energy  to  customers  at  Treasure  Island  and  Hunters  Point.  It  proposes  to 
serve  an  additional  64  MW  at  Treasure  Island,  Hunters  Point  and  other  redevelopment 
projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  may  also  seek  to  provide  energy  to  new  homes  that  are  built  as 
part  of  its  SF  HOPE  program  the  City  initiative  to  revitalize  distressed  public  housing  and 
create  mixed-income  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  projected  total  electric  demand  for  Treasure  Island,  Hunters  Point  and 
other  redevelopment  projects  is  more  than  400,000  MW  hours  per  year  by  2022,  The  City's 
projected  systems  average  cost  of  delivering  power  for  2010  is  approximately  $0.10  per  KWh. 
Applying  this  rate,  the  City  could  see  estimated  revenue  of  $40  million  per  year  by  2022;  and 

Increased  Electric  Service  Costs 

WHEREAS,  Energy  services  provided  by  the  City  are  typically  less  costly  than  the 
same  services  provided  by  PG&E.  If  a  project  does  not  have  the  option  to  receive  service 
from  the  City  due  to  the  requirements  of  Proposition  16,  the  electric  service  costs  for  the 
project  will  be  higher;  and 
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WHEREAS,  One  reason  is  the  cost  of  PG&E's  income  taxes.  Developers  building  a 
new  project  that  will  be  served  by  PG&E  are  required  to  build  the  energy  infrastructure,  and 
then  deed  the  system  to  PG&E  before  energy  service  can  begin.  The  developer  is  required  to 
pay  PG&E  the  income  taxes  that  PG&E  will  owe  for  acquiring  the  new  asset.  The  tax  rate 
varies  each  year,  but  typically  ranges  from  22%  to  34%  of  the  value  of  the  infrastructure.  The 
City  does  not  pay  income  tax,  and  thus  none  is  owed  when  developers  transfer  assets  to  the 
City;  and 

WHEREAS,  While  the  costs  of  building  the  required  infrastructure  depends  on  the 
specifics  of  each  project,  the  SFPUC  estimates,  by  way  of  example,  that  the  distribution 
system  created  for  Phase  1  of  the  Hunters  Point  project  cost  approximately  $10  million.  The 
tax  rate  in  place  at  the  time  of  completion  was  34%,  resulting  in  savings  for  the  developer  of 
$3.4  million.  Similarly,  when  the  City  provides  the  electric  service  to  City  projects,  the  project 
costs  less  than  it  would  if  electric  senyice  vyas  provided  by  PG&E;  and 

4.       Diminishes  local  control 

WHEREAS,  Local  voters  elect  local  officials,  establish  local  priorities,  and  mandate 
requirements  for  local  decision-making.  Local  voters  in  various  jurisdictions  have  established 
additional  requirements  for  voter  approval.  In  San  Francisco,  the  Charter  generally  requires 
voter  approval  before  issuing  revenue  bonds  and  ensures  voters  additional  control  through 
the  right  to  referendum  and  initiative;  and 

WHEREAS,  Proposition  16  harms  local  taxpayers  by  making  it  more  difficult  for  the 
City  to  comply  with  local  laws  and  priorities  established  by  the  voters.  Such  provisions  include 
the  following: 

(i)       Charter  Section  9.107(8)  authorizes  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  authorize 
bonds  "to  finance  or  refinance  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation,  equipping, 
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improvement  or  rehabilitation  of  equipment  or  facilities  for  renewable  energy  and  energy 
conservation." 

(ii)  Cliarter  Section  16.101,  which  states  "It  is  the  declared  purpose  and 
intention  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County,  when  public  interest  and  necessity  demand, 
that  public  utilities  shall  be  gradually  acquired  and  ultimately  owned  by  the  City  and  County." 

(iii)  Administrative  Code  Chapter  99,  which  requires  the  City  to  "examine  the 
feasibility  of  supplying  electricity  to  all  new  City  developments,  including,  without  limitation, 
military  base  reuse  projects,  redevelopment  projects  and  other  City  projects;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  two-thirds  vote  requirement  of  Proposition  16  diminishes  the  rights  of 
the  majority  of  voters  by  allowing  a  minority  to  control  the  outcome  of  the  vote;  and 

WHEREAS,  Adoption  of  Proposition  16  would  further  impair  the  power  of  local 
governments  to  provide  the  services  their  constituents  expect;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  opposes  Proposition  16  for  the  following 
reasons: 

1 .  Proposition  16  is  misleading  in  that  it  does  not  protect  taxpayers  or  customers. 
It  only  protects  utility  monopolies  by  handicapping  a  lower  cost  competitor; 

2.  Proposition  16  takes  away  local  control  in  an  area  where  local  jurisdictions  have 
traditionally  had  pervasive  authority.  This  should  concern  all  public  entities,  even  those  that 
do  not  intend  to  provide  electric  services  of  any  kind; 

3.  Proposition  16  will  impair  the  City's  ability  to  achieve  priorities  established  by 
local  laws; 

4.  Proposition  16  will  harm  electric  consumers  by  limiting  choices  and  increasing 
the  ability  of  monopoly  providers  to  raise  rates; 

5.  Proposition  16  may  adversely  impact  the  development  of  renewable  energy 
resources; 
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6.  Proposition  16  may  result  in  increased  costs  and  reduced  revenues  to  the  City 
and  to  developers  of  new  projects; 

7.  Proposition  16  may  cause  delays  in  redevelopment  projects; 

8.  Proposition  16  may  limit  the  ability  of  local  entities  to  develop  community  choice 
aggregation  programs  and  ottier  programs  that  promote  customer  choice  and  local  control; 
and 

9.  Proposition  16  may  limit  the  ability  of  public  entities  in  California  to  receive  or 
use  federal  funds,  including  federal  stimulus  funds.

WHEREAS,  Research  by  the  Human  Rights  Center  at  the  University  of  California 
found  57  forced  labor  operatiors  between  1998  and  2003  throughout  California,  and  these 
operations  -  mostly  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  and  San  Jose  -  involved 
more  than  500  victims  from  18  countries;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  677,  authored  by  Senator  Leiand  Yee  (D-San  Francisco), 
would  allow  courts  to  seize  any  property,  such  as  house  or  automobile,  used  in  the 
commission  of  human  trafficking,  and  add  civil  penalties  up  to  $25,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger  vetoed  similar  legislation  last  year,  and 
SB  677  would  give  the  Governor  another  opportunity  to  provide  much-needed  resources  in 
the  fight  against  human  trafficking;  and

Resolution  declaring  every  Monday  as  "Vegetarian  Day"  to  urge  all  restaurants, 
grocery  stores,  and  schools  to  offer  a  variety  of  plant  based  options  to  improve  the 
health  of  San  Francisco  residents. 

WHEREAS,  The  Plant  based  diet  is  truly  a  Green  Diet  that  reduces  the  serious 
ecological  problems  involved  in  livestock  production;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  2009  report  from  World  Bank  environmental  advisers,  Goodland  and 
Anhang,  called  "Livestock  and  Climate  Change",  reveals  that  farmed  animals  and  their 
byproducts  are  responsible  for  at  least  32.6  billion  tons  of  carbon  dioxide  per  year,  or  51 
percent  of  annual  worldv^ide  greenhouse  gas  emissions.  Goodland  and  Anhang  concluded 
that  replacing  animal  products  with  soy-based  and  other  alternatives  would  be  the  best 
strategy  for  reversing  climate  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  findings  from  the  United  Nations  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization 
report  prompted  Rajendra  Pachauri,  head  of  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize-winning 
Intergovernmental  Panel  on  Climate  Change,  to  recommend  that  individuals  reduce  their 
personal  carbon  impact  by  decreasing  their  meat  consumption;  and 

WHEREAS,  Plant-based  diets  are  good  preventive  medicine  and  could  help  reduce 
medical  costs  to  individuals  and  the  health  care  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  July  2009,  Ghent,  Belgium  recognized  the  relationship  between  diet 
and  climate  change  by  establishing  a  VegDay  each  week  of  the  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2009,  the  City  of  Takoma  Park,  Maryland,  adopted  a  Mayoral 
Proclamation  designating  April  24-30  "Takoma  Park  Veg  Week,"  to  encourage  citizens  to 
choose  vegetarian  foods  as  a  way  to  protect  the  planet,  their  health,  and  animals;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  February  2009,  as  part  of  the  Green  Cincinnati  Plan,  the  City's  Food 
Task  Force  recommended  tliat  residents  replace  some  of  the  meat  in  their  diet  with  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  American  Dietetic  Association  recognizes  that  reduced  meat

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Department  of  Labor  Statistics,  the  average  Californian 
receiving  unemployment  insurance  benefits  receives  $317.59  per  week,  or  $1,270.36  per

WHEREAS,  Checkout  bags  use  increasingly  scarce  resources  including  energy,  and 
create  pollution  from  production  through  disposal;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  adopted  the  Plastic  Bag  Reduction 
Ordinance  (Environment  Code  Chapter  17)  in  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  intention  of  the  Ordinance  was  to  reduce  the  use  of  single-use  plastic 
bags  by  banning  them  at  supermarkets  and  drugstores;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Plastic  Bag  Reduction  Ordinance  allows  stores  to  give  away  reusable

WHEREAS,  Approximately  620,000  tons  of  discarded  materials  and  products

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2010  As  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco, 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after 
the  turn  of  the  tv\/entieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and 
property,  and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in 
1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turl<ish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable  atrocities 
committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  which  included  the  torture, 
starvation,  and  murder  of  1 ,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches  into  the  Syrian  desert,  the 
forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of  the  traditional  Armenian 
homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries, 
among  them  the  allies  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  against  the  Armenian  Genocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  'a  campaign  of 
race  extermination,'  and  was  instructed  on  July  16,  1915,  by  United  States  Secretary  of  State 
Robert  Lansing  that  the  'Department  approves  your  procedure.  .  .  to  stop  Armenian 
persecution';  and 

WHEREAS,  Leading  news  agencies  of  the  tinie  Documented  the  atrocities  being 
committed  against  the  Armenians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  who  coined  the  term  'genocide'  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20"^  century; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the 
occurrence  of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of 
Armenian  existence,  including  the  destruction  of  cultural  heritage,  to  this  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  suppresses  freedom  of  speech  on  the  matter  of 
the  Armenian  Genocide  and  prosecutes  its  citizens  under  Article  301  of  the  Turkish  Penal 
Code  for  statements  related  to  the  Armenian  Genocide,  including  Nobel  Laureate  Orhan 
Pamuk  and  Hrant  Dink,  an  Armenian  newspaper  editor,  who  was  assassinated  as  a  result  of 
these  prosecutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
sen/e  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition,  reaffirmation  and  justice  of  historical  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  sun/ivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California  has  become  home  to  the  largest  and  most  active  population  of 
Armenians  in  the  United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership 
in  the  fields  of  academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are 
proud  and  patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,   San  Francisco  Armenian-Americans  are  predominantly  descendants  of 
the  few  remaining  refugees,  who  witnessed  and  survived  the  brutal  murder  of  their  families 
and  the  destruction  of  their  homes  and  institutions,  and  confiscation  of  all  their  properties,  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  Armenian  Genocide  survivors  who  arrived  in  San  Francisco  and 
reestablished  themselves,  built  a  thriving  community  that  has  created  churches,  civic  and 
charitable  organizations,  and  a  school,  and  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  dynamic 
culture  of  San  Francisco,  and

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission's  ("CEC'j  State  Energy  Program  (the 
"State  Energy  Program")  will  provide  funds  to  eligible  local  governments  to  assist  in  the 
development  of  financing  programs  to  stimulate  the  implementation  cost-effective  renewable 
energy,  energy  efficiency  and  water  efficiency  projects  based  on  a  competitive  selection

WHEREAS,  The  State  Energy  Program  has  been  funded  as  part  of  the  American 
Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act;  and 

VA,'HEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  eligible  for  funding  under  the

Resolution  Commemorating  the  180^^  Birthday  of  Adolph  Sutro 

WHEREAS,  Adolph  Heinrich  Joseph  Sutro  was  born  on  April  29,  1830  in  Aachen, 
Prussia,  and  on  November  21^\  1851  arrived  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  History  remembers  Adolph  Sutro  as  one  of  San  Francisco's  finest  citizens

WHEREAS,  Roughly  7%  of  women  prisoners  and  inmates  are  pregnant  at  some  point 
during  their  incarceration;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Corrections  and  Rehabilitation  (CDCR) 
Corrections  Standards  Authority  restricts  the  use  of  shackles  and  other  restraints  on  pregnant 
inmates  and  juvenile  wards  only  during  transportation  to  the  facility  where  she  will  deliver  the 
baby;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pregnant  women  in  custody  of  CDCR  are  transported  often  and  over  long 
periods  of  time  for  medical  care,  to  be  transferred  to  other  institutions,  and  for  other  purposes; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Shacl^ling  and  other  restraints  restrict  movement  in  such  a  way  that  is 
often  physically  dangerous  for  pregnant  women;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB1900  would  require  that  the  Corrections  Standard  Authority  to  establish 
standards  to  ensure  that  inmates  who  are  pregnant  are  restrained  in  the  least  restrictive  way 
possible,  consistent  with  the  legitimate  security  needs  of  each  inmate,  when  being 
transported;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB1900  would  also  require  the  Authority  to  seek  the  advice  of 
Correctional  Medical  Associates  and  the  Academy  of  Correctional  Health  Professionals  when 
establishing  minimum  standards  for  female  inmates  and  pregnant  inmates  in  local  adult  and 
juvenile  facilities;  and,

Resolution  calling  upon  United  States  Congress  to  pass  Comprehensive  Immigration 
Reform  that  will  solve  the  problem  of  undocumented  immigration  at  its  roots  instead  of 
through  piecemeal  enforcement-only  measures,  and  condemning  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  audits  of  San  Francisco  businesses,  including  a  unionized 
company. 


WHEREAS,  a  comprehensive  approach  to  solve  our  broken  immigration  system  is 
necessary  to  meet  the  dual  goals  of  ensuring  a  thriving  and  secure  community  and  economy 
in  the  United  States  and  protecting  the  human  and  civil  rights  of  immigrants;  and 

WHEREAS,  comprehensive  immigration  reform  should  include  the  following  elements: 
(1)  a  plan  for  providing  legal  permanent  resident  status  to  undocumented  immigrants  who  are 
living  and  working  in  the  United  States,  (2)  improvement  of  the  economic  situation  of  all 
workers  in  the  United  States  including  the  restoration  of  the  right  to  work  for  all  immigrants,  (3)
